'I'lie while on the primary and outer secondary i|uills i esl rieted, 
ami the dark color (brownish black) predoniinatiin;, ihe white beiiii^ 
present only as delachctl, narrow, l)roken bars not retiettino- tbe* stm/t of 
die leather. 'J'he inner secondaries of a generally dirty ^rayisli brown 
ivithont appaieiit bars, but with brownish vci iniculations on the inner 
\\ e b .

tbrms of American Wild d'lirkey apparent, the salient character- 
istics of bolli JA t,*(r//opavo., and JA /ttrxiciuta are subjoined, 
'blu' principal and conspicuous feature of true JA g'allo pavo., 
the nor! hem representative of tlie eastern wild linl., is tlie clear, 
w ell-delined black or dark brown and white barring ot’ the pi i- 
mar\’ ipiillson both inner and outer webs, the bars of the 
being of ecpial width and the white bars reaching to and touching 
the shall of the feather, d'he barring of the outer secondaries is 
simikny but \\ Idle the white bars are as pure in color a.s those of 
ihe primaries, the darker bars are of decidedly lighter blown and 
not at all as is the ground color of the outer secondaries in 

oscrola. 'The barring on the inner secondaries while still dis- 
tinct on bolh 7V(’/>s, has the darker color, brownish with greenish 
iridescence, ))redofninating. d'he color of the tall featheis and 
U])))er tail-coverts is similar in this form and in oscco/n.

form and is similar to it in the eoioralion ol tlie primary and 
secondary (jiiills, hut is widely separated (Vom both forms (d/.

Above .iijrayish brown, the hack, scapidars. and wiiii^-eovcrls 
tinned with olive ami coarsely spotted with hnnvnish cinnamon, Ihc naj)c 
with line, obscure streaks of i^rayish ; sides of neck ralhcr inoie broadly 
and ])lainly striped ; sides of head, includint; most of ihe lores, while, 
finely sj>otted with dusky; an immaculate whili* spaci* cMendin^ from 
above ihe eye forward nearly to the (orehead ; a short dusky space at Ihe 
base of the hill; under parts white, the l)i east, j n.L(ulum and sides of neck 
and body, hut not the Hanks, dislinclly streaked with «;rayish brown ; 
the under tail-coverts with cons])icuous bars of dai k slate ; under win,!^- 
coverts and axillars white, thickly and coarsely harretl with tlark slate; 
under [irimary-coverts and primaries dark pearl-gra\’; the outer primary 
(incly mottled with ashy white alotii>[ the border of its inner vveh for a tlis- 
tance of about an inch beyomi the tips of the under primary-coverts. 
Rump, upper tail-covcrts and middle pair of tail-feathers colored like the 
back, but with the outer tail-coverts white with dark slaty bars, the 
middle tail-feather.s notchetl along the edges of both webs with rusty 
whr+e. All the other tail-feathers white, more 01 less tinged with rusty 
near their ti])s, and with wide bars of dai'k slate, most numerous on the 
outer webs.
